Illinois »od Kentucky Furnish Candi­ 
dates For President and Vice-Presi­ 
dent—Nominations 
Made 
Unani­ 
mous—The Platform Adopted Re­ 
flects the Principles of the Men. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 4.—John M. 
Palmer, United States senator from Il­ 
linois, was nominated for president of 
the United States by the anti-silver 
democrats Thursday, and Gen. S. B. 
Buckner of Kentucky was nominated 
for vice-president. Senator Palmer was 
placed in nomination by Michigan and 
a score of other states seconded the 
nomination, evidently taking it for 
granted that the man who had been so 
active in organizing the new movement 
would not decline to accept added re­ 
sponsibility. 
Senator Palmer will undoubtedly ac­ 
cept the nomination. 
In fact, he told 
several of his friends as much, but he 
also told them that he would not make 
a public announcement of the fact until 
the notification committee had visited 
him at Springfield. 
The nomination of Senator Palmer, 
who received 757% votes on the only 
ballot cast, was made unanimous on 
the motion of Gen. E. S. Bragg of Wis­ 
consin, his only competitor, who re­ 
ceived 124% votes. Gen. Buckner was 
nominated ior vice-president by accla­ 
mation, for no other candidate was 
placed before the convention. The plat­

Island and South Carolina voted solid­ 
ly for Palmer. 
South Dakota gave 5 
to Palmer and 3 to Bragg. Tennessee 
voted 21 for Palmer and 3 for Bragg, 
but Texas, Vermont, Washington and 
W est Virginia voted for Palmer. 
Senator Vilas in announcing the vote 
of Wisconsin said that he had been in­ 
structed by his delegation to disre­ 
gard the command of Gen. Bragg, who 
wanted to cast his vote for Palmer, 
and he gave Wisconsin’s solid 24 to 
Bragg. 
Georgia changed her 6 Bragg 
votes to Palmer, and then Gen. Bragg’s 
voice was heard. 
He was forced to 
take the platform, and there moved 
th at the nomination of Senator Palmer 
be made unanimous. 
Chairman Cat­ 
tery submitted the motion and it was 
unanimously carried. Then the nomi­ 
nation demonstration began. But one 
circuit was made around the hall, and 
then some returned to their places,
